The threat made by Fred Hansen 
last Christmas 
day when he was ar 
lested after driving from 
home hie 
wife and three small children 
was 
fulfilled 
Sunday afternoon when he 
shot and killed hiswife 
and 
then 
put a bullet ipto

head 
Mrs 
Hansen met death surrounded 
by her three little 
boys 
tHe young 
est a child of two years standing at 
his mothers knees when 
the fatal 
shotfl were fired 
The blood from 
her 
woundg 
literally covered 
him 
and the two 
othepa 
boys 
of four 
and ten years likewise wpe wppder 
ing witnesses 
of the tragedy which 
deprived them of their parents 
Only one of the children 
the old- 
est

could give any coherent account 
of the double crime 
He said that 
his father came into the little house 
occupied 
by them since tha separa ¬ 
tion two months ago 
His mother 
was reading a book and when Han- 
sen

No 
Then 
you 
well both die
